Lady Anne Grenfell 


Dies In Boston 
——o0o— 

Death came to Lady Anne Eliz- 

abeth Grenfell, wife of Sir Wil- 

fred Grenfell, last week Friday 


in Boston. She was 53 years of’ 


age and had been closely associ- 
ated with her famous husband in 
his work in Newfoundland and 
Labrador. 

Their permanent home has 
been at Charlotte, Vt., but they 
spent the winters in Boston since 
1934 when Sir Wilfred Grenfell 
gave up his personal activity in 
the field. Both Sir and Lady Gren- 
-fell have many friends here and 
only a couple of years ago they 
spent some time at the Northfield 
hotel where many of our citizens 
were privileged to meet them. 

Lady Grenfell was born in 
Lake Forest, Il., Nov. 11, 1885, 
the daughter of a Civil war 
colonel who fought under Gen. 
Robert E. Lee. 

She was educated at Bryn 
Mawr college, and was married in 
1909 at Chicago to Sir Wilfred— 
then Dr. Grenfell—soon after 
meeting him during a trip to Eng- 
land. 

They had two sons and a 
daughter, all three born at St. 
Anthony, Newfoundland, where 
l Lady Grenfell lived and worked 
with her husband during the 25 
years they brought medical and 
missionary services to the resi- 
dents of that bleak coast. 

Eleven years ago “the doctor’s 
wife” became Lady Grenfell by 
virtue of her husband’s knight- 
hood at the hands of King George 
.V as a commander of the orders 
'of St. Michael and St. George.

Clifford Izatus Holton, age 81, 
died last week Thursday at his 
home in West Northfield after a 
long illness of many months which 
kept him confined. He was born in 
Northfield, Feb. 22, 1857, the son 
of Roswell and Mary Ann (Shel- 
don) Holton.
